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ADVISORY ACTION 

Applicant asserts that Appenzeller is disqualified from being used in rejection 
under 35 U.S.C 103(a) against the claim invention by virtue of 35 U.S.C. 103(c). 

The examiner recognizes that Appenzeller may be disqualified from being used 
in rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) against dependent claim 7. However, Appenzeller 
is still qualified as a prior art from being used in rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
against claims 1-5, 8-15 and 42-45. The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) against 
claims 1-5, 8-15 and 42-45 is still maintained because the amendment to the base 
claims 1 and 42 filed on 3/31/06 is not entered. It is not entered because the scopes of 
base claim 1 is changed by incorporating only a portion of claim 7, and the scopes of 
base claim 42 is also changed by adding a new issue. The changing of the scopes of 
the base claims 1 and 42, and adding the new claims would require further 
consideration and/or search.
